'No  nation  (an  live  unlu  itself 
and  befure  there  can  be  a  gciieral 
recover^  there  must  be  a  stabiliza- 
tion of  cuiraney  asdiange.  espec- 
ially thoaa  two  great  eurreneles,  the 
Amartean  dollar  and  the  pound 
starHne."  declared  Rt.  Hon.  Sir  Ar- 
thur Steele-MaUland.  former  Min- 
ister of  Labor  for  Oi<'at  Hntali;.  in 
an  addres."?  before  a  Joint  liinrh'-on 
of  Uie  Victoria  Canadian  Club  and 
the  KiwanLs  Club  at  tha  BBpress 
Hotel  yesterday. 

BIr  Arthur's  addraas  was  on  the 

Mbject  of  the  National  Recovery 
Act  of  the  United  States,  which  he 
has  been  stiidylnK  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Rockefeller  Foundation, 
and  he  came  to  Victoria  at  the  in- 
vitation ol  the  local  coounlttee  of 
the  National  Oaimall  ol  Miaation. 

CONFLICTING  ACTS 
Sir  Arthur  gave  a  very  clear  ex- 
planation of  the  workings  of  the 
National  Recovery  Act  and,  at  the 
same  time,  he  dealt  with  a  number 
Of  the  obstacles  which  had  come 
into  tha  way  of  its  operation,  nen- 
Uonlnt  partieularly  tha  Agricultural 
Administration  Act.  This  act.  he 
said,  was  first  In  the  field,  and  with 
the  coming  of  the  NRA  It  brought 
about  a  dLstlnct  conflict  and  setup 
a  most  intricate  system. 

Tiie  National  Recovery  Act.  Sir 
Arthur  pointed  out,  was  based  on 
the  idea  that  if  the  piu-chasing 
power  of  the  individual  oauld  be 
ineraasad.  It  would  gtre  flMh  atlm- 
ulus  to  industry.  "This  was  all  very 
well,  but  If  you  consider  that  in 
order  to  Increase  piirrhs^lnR  powor 
there  mu.st  be  a  relative  liirrea.ie 
111  wages  and  a  derrea.se  In  hours  of  I 
labor.  Komeone  must  pay  the  wages. ! 
The.sp  wages  must  come  from  the 
industry  which  we  are  trying  to 
stimulate.  The  industry  is  certainly 
not  going  to  go  further  Into  red 
figurea  tf  It  ean  hdp  tt  and  there- 
fore you  Ifiuat  got  increased  prices. 
So  that  the  whole  thing  resolves 
It.self  into  a  race  belv.riTi  purcbas- 
Ing  power  and  ri.sing  prices,  and  it 
it  goini?  to  be  intere.stingoto  scr

Sir  Arthur  stated  that  he  was 
not  prepared  to  say  what  would 
happen  within  tha-Mst  (aw  months, 
but  he  had  found  that  there  was  a 
very  substantial  readiness  to  aid 
recovery  in  the  United  States  that 
had  bopii  of  immense  vahie  to  that 
country  There  was  a  better  feel- 
ing all  round  and  the  people  had 
adopted  a  new  spirit,  that  of  doing 
something  to  help  themselves. 

Sir  Arthur  intinuited  there  was 
a  great  need  M  this  time  for  sta- 
bility of  currancT  exchange,  and 
that  tha  Amarlean  d6Dar  should,  as 
rapidly  as  possible,  be  put  upon  a 
stable  basis  with  the  currency  of 
other  nations  of  the  world, /ind  this, 
he  predicted,  would  not  be  long  in 
coming 

Sir  Arthur  was  introduced  by  J. 
B.  Olearlhue,  president  of  the  Kl- 
wanls  Club,  and  the  vote  of  thanks 
was  moved  by  Hon.  O.  M.  Weir, 
Minister  of  Education.  Prior  to  the 
introduction  of  the  gueat  neaker, 
W.  T.  Stralth.  president  of  the  Ca- 
nadian Club,  introduced  three  of 
the  newly  elerted  members  of  tlie 
Legislature,  Byron  John.«on,  Her- 
bert Anscomb  and  Rev  Robert  Con- 
nell.  Hon.  John  Hart,  Minister  of 
Finance,  was  not  present.

Aa  well  as  building  up  a  .vrles  of  programmes 
for  national  network  uae,  the  Canadian  Radio 
CommlMloo  would  ba  «aU  advised  to  consider 
ihc  question  of  inferffrence  with  broadcast  re- 
cepUon.  In  this  connection  It  might  borrow 
cufflwUena  thai  bava  been  made  by  the  council 
of  the  British  Institution  of  Electrical  Bngineers. 
which  recenUy  investigated  such  Interference 
arlainf  from  iha  operation  of  electrical  plants. 
The  Investigation  dealt  with  domestic  apparatus, 
including  refrigerators,  fans  and  vacuum  clean - 
cn*  larter  plaatg,  such  as  generators,  motors, 
lifts  and  rectifiers;  traction,  automobUes  and 
aircraft.  Tlie  idea  was  to  make  suggestiooi  for 
pmantion  of  interference  with  broadcast  re- 
ception and  to  give  some  estimate  of  the  cost. 
The  finding  is  that  the  suppreeekm  of  eneh  In- 
terference la  poealble  without  any  great  expense. 
It  Involves  incorporating  appropriate  devices  in 
the  appliances  themaelvea.  Thta  can  be  done  in 
domneUr  equipment,  and  some  further  Investi- 
Kfltlon  Is  necessary  before  a  iolutlon  la  arrived 
at,  as  it  affects  larger  plants. 

Raceptlon  in  this  city  is  not  nearly  so  good 
as  could  be  derirod.  Hvery  community  has  \tf 
problems.  There  la  a  quertlon,  too,  which  ehould 
Mgage  the  Canadian  Radio  rommlsslon.  namely, 
the  rectification  of  aome  of  the  wave  lengths  of 
some  of  the  sUtlona.  The  recent  ehanfes  made 
for  certain  stations  in  this  province  have  been 
far  from  satisfactory.  The  resuit  has  been  that 
there  are  sUtlons  In  Vancouver,  hitherto  popu- 
lar that  are  now  hardly  listened  to  at  all  by 
people  in  thU  city,  and  no  doubt  It  is  the  same 
in  the  rest  of  the  province.  There  Is  a  fobd  deal 
of  spade  work  for  the  Commission  to  do  before 
nationalization  of  broadcasting  can  be  justified 
in  the  popular  mind.

In 
British  Cdlumbla  not  only  are  Communlsta  wel- 
comrd,  but  renegades  from  any  of  the  political 
parties.  It  is  made  up,  Indeed,  from  a  hodge 
podge  of  poUtleal  optolons  In  this  province,  and 
In  the  late  election.s  received  votes  from  all 
sources,  even  from  people  who  do  not  subscribe 
to  Its  tenets. 

In  British  Columbia  there  Ls  a  strong  wing  of 
the  C.CF.  party  that  favors  the  policies  pursued 
la  Bwttfi,  a  wtof  that  would  not  hesitate  for  a 
moment  to  promote  conditions  here  such  as  pre- 
vaU  under  the  Soviet  Union.

CUITSnrtSS,  and  that  mav  be 
carried  on  Wltbout  the  use  of  high 
explosives  and  deadly  gasses,  al- 
though it  may  be  attended  with 
blow-ups  and  blow-outs  on  Wall 
Street  and  other  places  where 
financiers  may  gather  to  transact 
what  they  call  business.  When  the 
gods  of  high  finance  go  to  war.  the 
resulta  may  be  as  dlsastrous»  if  not 
80  .'pectncular  a.s  when  the  gOdS  Of 
01ymi)us  go  to  war. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  world  so 
interesting  to  all  men.  oonimon  and 
uncommon,  as  war.  Post  a  bulletin 
in  front  of  a  newspaper  oCBce,  and 
note  how  quickly  crowds  of  men 
will  gather  and  begin  to  gloat  over 
the  honws  of  human  warfare.  If 
there  are  any  philosophers  in  the 
crowd  reading  the  bulletin,  you  will 
hear  predictions  that  at  la-^t  we  are 
approaching  the  end  of  civilization 
if  not  the  actual  etaOk  of  doom,  a

Scares  about  poisonous  gas  are 
getting  beyond  a  joke.  It  has  now 
become  dllBcult  to  open  a  news- 
paper wlthont  being  warned  ot  this 
terrible  menaof.  It  Is  only  naess- 
sary  to  state  the  two  main  conten- 
tions of  these  alantiLsfs,  and  then 
we  will  examine  them  dispajwlon- 
ately.    They  are  as  follow.s 

(a)  That  in  the  next  war  the 
population  of  any  largr  city  Lon- 
don Is  the  scaremongers'  favorite 
example — will  be  annihilated  by 
gaa  In  a  few  hours  (or  minutes). 

(b)  That  new  gM»  have  been 
Invented  (It  is  never  stated  by 
whom)  against  wliMi  all  gas  masks 
are  useless. 

To  show  thai  the  first  of.  these 
bodies  is  not  JttSt  a  child  of' stttnt 
Journalism,  It  may  he  as  well  to 
quote  from  a  sliKhtly  lusterlcal 
article  by  Lord  Halsbury  In  The 
British  Lafkn  Journal,  adds  the 
writer. 

Thus:  .  war  on  a  large 
scale  today  would  mean  a  oonfllct 
in  whiOh  bugs  msis  of  dvihans 
would  bo  Motlod  out  ta  searoehr 
eeneelvable  eonditkms  of  horror.  It 
would  be  war  In  which  civllluitlon 
as  we  know  it  might  be  utterlv  de- 
strnve<1  If  large  towns  .such  as 
I,f>ndon  were  bombed  with  ga.s.  It 
would  be  Impavlble  for  thrit  In- 
habitants to  use  effective  measures 

against  polsoidaf  and  asphrda- 

tlon." 

A  holoCau&t  such  as  Lord  Hals* 
bury  had  in  mlntfwould  appear  te 
be  dependent  upon  two  sssiiiiiih- 
tlons:  that  tlie  enemy  would  choose 
a  flhemleal  agent  for  this  purpon. 
and  that  the  chemical  attnt  would 
be  effeetlve  In  point  of  fact  as  I 
hope  to  show,  n^lt!ier  of  these  two 
sunnos'tlons  survives  Investigation. 

In  the  first  nUco  an  enemy  who 
was  in  a  position  to  bomb  London 
would  do  so.  not  with  (ras.  but  wHh 
hl«h  exDloelves:  not  for  any  reason 
of  sentiment,  but  because  ex- 
plosives are  far  more  likely  to  be 
effective.

Such  a  num- 
ber to  isrtniately  not  yet  a  r  - 
tieal  proposition. 

However,  the  troops  that  became 
casualtlf.s  at  rambral  were  for  the 
moat  part  pnhfy  uui  In  the  cpen  or 
forced  to  lfa\c  Uicir  shelter  to  per- 
form .such  iiete.ssary  dut.es  as  pa- 
troI.s,  reronuai.ssance,  reliefs,  etc. 
The  siiellliig  that  they  were  sub- 
jected to  Ls  by  no  means  analogous 
to  a  hypothetical  air-raid  on  a  big 
city,  for  In  the  totter  ease  the  in- 
habltanto  would  remain  tai  their 
bcusss  until  the  all-clear  signal  wax 
given.  Any  room  with  a  sound  roof, 
walls  and  floor  can  be  made  gas- 
proof In  a  few  minutes. 

We  often  hear  that  in  future  the 
gTeat(-Ht  nirnace  from  the  air  will 
be  the  wholesale  spraying  of  a  toxic 
liquid.  su(h  a.s  mustard  gas.  It  Is 
never  retlized  that  most  of  It  would 
fall  on  the  roof  tops,  and  what 
little  of  it  fell  in  the  streets  wouM 
be  dealt  with  by  the  essential  serv- 
ices-^the  Bra  brigade,  the  poUee. 
and  such  emergency  bodies  as  were 
enlisted  for  the  purpose.  These 
men  would  be  equipped  with  pro- 
tective clothing  and  gas  uiask,s.  and 
this  brings  as  to  the  second  ca  iard 
we  have  to  put  to  fliglit. 

Without  becoming  tireaomely 
technical.  It  Is  rather  difficult  to  ex- 
plain why  It  u  so  extremely  Im- 
nrobable— although  not,  of  course 
ImDosslble— that  any  poisonous  gas 
will  be  (liacovered  which  can  pene- 
trate a  mask  Impenaeable  to 
mustard  gas  or  chloHne.  Broadly 
sneaking,  all  the  possible  volatile 
chemical  substances  have  br-en 
known  for  many  years,  and  the 
present  type  of  mask  has  the 
property  of  ab.«orblng  all  molecules 
of  vaoor.  quite  Independent  of  their 
clipmical  composition. 

So  much  for  what  pdsonous  gas 
can  do  and  what  it  cannot  and 
most  probably  naver  will  be  able  to 
do.  But  thto  disquisition  will  pass 
vnheard  In  the  babb?"  of  loose  talk 
War  scares  are  the  fashion;  policy 
perhaps;  at  any  rate,  good  "copy."

LONDON,  Nov.  28  (CP).— "We 
niu.st  recognize  for  the  time  being 
and  concentrate  upon  devising  ways 
whereby  we  of  the  British  bnpire 
can  help  ourselves  to  overcame  im- 
mediate diffleultlea  and  get  our 
pe<^  back  into  employment,"  de- 
clared Rt.  Hon.  Stanley  Bruce.  Aus- 
tralian High  Oommlssloner  to  Bri- 
tain, in  a  speech  today  before  the 
Empire  Industries  Association. 

Failure  of  world  conferences  and 
of  world  co-operation  made  a  driv- 
ing foroe  endarachig  the  whole 
Empire  Impsrattve,  said  ths  former 
AostrsUaa  Prtaae  Minister.  Re  sug- 
gested creatkm  of  a  small  group  of 
the  best  men  available,  to  devote 
all  their  time  to  formulation  of  a 
strong,  resolute  jx>licy  of  Imperial 
co-operation. 

Obstacles  to  Britl.sh  trade  have 
arisen  in  the  form  of  prohibitions, 
quotas  aiul  tariffs.  Mr.  Bruce  went 
on.  and  the  development  of  Japan, 
with  her  different  standards  of  liv- 
ing, had  created  a  new  proUem. 
The  paramount  necessity,  at  pres- 
ent, was  a  strong  policy  of  Imperial 
co-operation,  in  his  opinion  He 
suggested  such  a  group  a.s  lie  men- 
tioned might  be  presided  over  by 
a  British  Cabinet  mini.ster,  if  that 
were  deemed  desirable. 

In  the  American  advance  during 
the  final  days  of  the  war.  a  sergeant 
ordered  an  unbleached  private  to  go 
into  a  dugout  and  clean  out  any 
Oermans  that  happened  to  be  there.

In  fact  a.s  far  as  he  knows  there 
was  only  one  other  Canadian  umpire 
in  the  National  League  TliM  Dim 
was  Bob  Emslie.  of  St.  Tliomas.  He 
is  still  umpiring  In  the  National 
League  and  is  chief  adviser  to  Presi- 
dent HOydler. 

GREAT  T'MPTRE 

JefTers  wa.s  con.sidered  one  of  the 
best  I,  of  a  ball  and  .strike,  but 
he  spent  only  a  short  time  as  an 
imiph-e,  because  there  was  little 
money  In  tho  game  at  that  ttane.  He 
returned  to  Canada  and  want  Into 
business,  but  has  alwayi  boon  a  dooe 
observer  of  the  game. 

He  ha.s  watched  baficball  grow 
from  its  infancy  when  gloves  were 
only  worn  by  the  catcher  and  first- 
baseman  to  the  present  day  with 
lu  revamped  rules  and  ideal  playing
